The  57th  annual  FUN  show  was  held  in  Orlando,  Florida.  This  year  the  temperatures  were  very  nice  with  nights  in  the 
40-50’s  and  the  days  around  70  degrees.  This  was  the  largest  show  yet  with  597  dealer  tables  and  1608  dealers  regis¬ 
tered.  The  show  was  in  the  Orange  County  Convention  Center,  Hall  SB,  South  Concourse,  the  new  building  next  to  the 
Peabody  Hotel  and  facing  International  drive. 


FUN  membership  before  the  show  had  650  life  members,  2525  regular  members,  364  associate  members,  and  274  jun¬ 
ior  members  for  a  total  of  3815  members.  It  is  expected  that  about  300  new  members  signed  up  at  the  show. 

Opening  ceremonies  were  Thursday  morning  at  10AM.  The  FUN  Officers  and  Board  assembled,  Jeanne  Shepard  was 
presented  with  the  FUN  Presidential  Award  for  a  decade  of  service  to  FUN,  Carrie  Best  received  FUN’s  highest  award, 
The  Medal  of  Merit,  for  her  many  contributions  to  FUN,  and  the  ribbon  was  cut  opening  the  show  to  the  public. 

General  Chairperson  Carrie  Best’s  theme  for  the  show  was  “Back  to  the  Basics  of  Coin  Collecting,”  sharing  knowledge, 
attending  coin  clubs,  coin  shows,  joining  numismatic  organizations,  speaking,  exhibiting,  and  collecting  coins.  Her  FUN 
giveaway  lighted  magnifier  was  a  big  hit  with  everyone. 


There  were  16  well  attended  educational  programs.  Public  attendance  was  10,000+  from  Thursday  thru  Sunday.  The 
Young  Numismatists  program  drew  75  youngsters  Saturday  morning  and  the  Scout  Merit  Badge  Program  drew  50 
Saturday  afternoon.  They  all  received  lots  of  goodies. 

Once  again  FUN  had  several  attractions  for  kids  to  adults,  with  the  Piedmont  Gold  Panners,  Abraham  Lincoln  (Dennis 
Boggs),  Ray  Dillard’s  Elongated  Cents,  Mike  Bean’s  Spider  Press,  and  the  Hobo  Nickel  Carvers.  All  of  the  major  grading 
services  were  in  attendance.  PCGS  had  a  grading  contest  during  the  show.  Many  national  specialty  clubs  had  tables  and 
meetings  at  the  show,  along  with  local  coin  clubs. 

The  Heritage  Auction  sold  an  uncirculated  1793  Chain  Cent  for  $1.38  million,  a  new  record  price  for  a  cent.  This  story  is 
all  over  the  news  and  FUN  officers  and  Board  have  received  many  emails  about  the  record  sale.  The  auction  grossed 
over  $64  million. 


The  exhibit  area  continues  to  grow,  with  three  rows  of  tables  and  143  cases  assembled  by  28  exhibitors  from  13  states 
and  Canada.  The  Best  of  Show  Exhibit  was  won  by  Dennis  Schafluetzel  from  Tennessee.  The  Peoples  Choice  Award 
was  won  by  Bob  Russell  of  Orlando.  ANA  Chief  Judge  Joe  Boling  gave  two  free  seminars  on  “Judging  Numismatic 
Exhibits”.  Those  who  qualified  became  certified  ANA  exhibit  judges. 

Five  Florida  coin  club  buses  arrived  on  Saturday  morning.  Greater  Jacksonville  CC  had  49  on  board,  Ocala  CC  had  25, 
Palm  Beach  CC  had  41,  Sarasota  CC  had  41,  and  West  Hernando  CC  had  25  for  a  total  of  181  club  members  on  the 
buses  attending  the  show. 

FUN  sponsored  a  Florida  coin  club  get  together  on  Saturday  at  1  PM.  Fourteen  clubs  attended  the  meeting.  After  a  lunch¬ 
eon,  there  was  a  discussion  on  coin  club  websites,  coin  show  security,  communication  between  clubs,  ways  to  promote 
your  club,  theft  &  burglary  prevention,  and  coin  show  scheduling  conflicts.  The  new  2012  FUN  Coin  Club  Manual  was 
handed  out  to  each  club  representative  along  with  ideas  for  coin  club  programs.  Ten  door  prizes  were  given  out  and  we 
hope  everyone  went  away  with  lots  of  new  ideas  for  their  coin  clubs. 

In  the  FUN  General  meeting  Sunday  morning,  FUN  VP  Donna  Moon  received  the  Polly  Abbott  Service  Award  and  out¬ 
going  Board  member  Tom  Palmer  received  a  plaque  for  his  years  of  service  to  FUN.  ANA  President  Tom  Hallenbeck 
swore  in  the  new  FUN  Board  members  for  2012-14. 

Many  dealers  stated  the  fact  of  how  smoothly  the  show  ran.  As  far  as  we  know  there  were  no  robberies,  however  FUN 
cannot  control  what  happens  after  a  dealer  leaves  the  show.  There  were  a  couple  of  slight  of  hand  thefts  at  dealer  tables 
and  a  few  numismatic  items  were  lost  and  found,  and  given  back  to  their  owners.

Whenever  I  look  back  and  think  about  the  2012  FUN  convention,  the  words  of  the  late  Harry  Carey  come  to  mind  -  “Holy 
cow!”  We  set  many  records  this  year.  We  had  more  dealer  tables  than  ever  before  with  597.  We  also  registered  more 
dealers,  and  public  attendance  was  high  with  an  estimated  11,000+.  The  dealers  all  seemed  to  leave  happy  with  their 
sales  and  purchases.  The  2012  57th  Annual  FUN  Convention  was  a  success  by  all  measures,  and  I  hope  most  of  you 
were  able  to  attend. 


I  want  to  thank  the  FUN  board  members  for  their  dedication  and  support  throughout  the  year.  Our  FUN  President,  Tony 
Swicer,  always  has  FUN’s  best  interest  at  heart  and  will  do  anything  to  help  anyone.  In  addition  to  keeping  us  on  track 
all  year,  he  is  also  our  FUN  member  club  liaison  and  held  a  very  successful  Florida  club  representative  meeting  on 
Saturday.  Tony  wrote  two  manuals  just  for  the  meeting  -  a  coin  club  manual  and  a  manual  with  ideas  for  club  programs. 
Our  Vice  President,  Donna  Moon,  was  in  charge  of  both  the  membership  booth  and  the  message  center  at  FUN.  Those 
are  two  big  jobs  and  Donna  did  a  remarkable  job  with  both  of  them  -  simultaneously!  FUN  Treasurer  Carrie  Best  had 
control  of  photo  ID  during  the  convention.  There  were  no  lines  at  the  photo  ID  booth  at  any  given  time,  thanks  to  Carrie’s 
leadership.  Nancy  Casey,  FUN’s  secretary,  takes  on  the  huge  task  of  dealer  registration.  She  keeps  5  lanes,  including 
one  for  early  birds,  going  at  a  steady  rate  getting  approximately  1,800  dealers  registered  with  proper  credentials  for  the 
convention. 


In  addition  to  our  four  officers,  the  FUN  board  consists  of  1 2  board  members,  and  everyone  pitches  in  to  help  where  need¬ 
ed.  Eddie  Abbott  makes  sure  that  all  of  the  FUN  showcases  are  distributed  properly,  are  in  working  order,  and  have  the 
proper  keys  in  them.  Jim  Best  worked  countless  hours  at  dealer  registration.  Tony  Bonaro  organized  an  assembly  line 
to  stuff  100  bags  for  the  young  numismatist  program  on  Saturday,  and  also  ran  both  the  YN  program  in  the  morning  and 
the  Scout  merit  badge  clinic  in  the  afternoon.  Randy  Campbell  put  together  a  dynamite  schedule  of  educational  speak¬ 
ers.  Steve  Hodges  arrived  early  and  helped  Eddie  repair  and  distribute  thousands  of  showcases  on  the  tables.  Bob 
Hurst  was  my  right  hand  man  in  the  show  office  throughout  the  week,  and  also  worked  closely  with  Fed  Ex  to  receive 
and  distribute  packages.  Fred  Lake  is  our  staff  photographer,  and  also  puts  out  all  the  signage  for  meetings  and  direc¬ 
tions.  Gary  Overton  helped  Carrie  at  photo  ID,  and  also  covered  other  positions  for  board  members  who  needed  a  break. 
Tom  Palmer  lined  up  workers  to  fully  staff  four  public  registration  counters  all  day  Thursday  through  Sunday.  Bob  Russell 
organized  exhibit  judges  to  read  and  score  approximately  140  cases  of  competitive  exhibits.  Jeanne  Shepard  was  the 
show  office  manager,  and  also  had  some  special  assignments  this  year  greeting  the  public  and  handing  out  some  give¬ 
away  collectibles. 

We  are  also  blessed  to  have  a  staff  of  dedicated  volunteers.  Many  are  friends  and  family  of  our  board  members.  At  the 
dealer  registration  counters  we  had  Robin  O’Nan,  Glenda  Hocker,  and  newcomer  Patti  Walsingham,  who  was  a  wonder¬ 
ful  addition.  Photo  ID  had  the  help  of  Glendora  Mercer  and  Dreama  Hurst.  Gerry  Russell  spent  countless  hours  at  the 
membership  desk.  Angela  Achenbach  worked  with  the  convention  programs,  helped  out  at  photo  ID  and  filled  in  beau¬ 
tifully  in  the  show  office.

ICTA  Update 


TAX  TIME  IS  ALMOST  HERE  -  ARE  YOU  CONSIDERING 

A  PRECIOUS  METALS  IRA? 


With  gold  at  record  levels,  many  investors  (and  some  collectors)  have  been  inquiring  about  including  precious  metals  in 
their  self-directed  retirement  plans  such  as  Individual  Retirement  Accounts  (IRAs).  As  we  are  approaching  the  time  of 
year  when  many  investors  are  especially  concerned  with  investments,  this  seems  a  good  time  to  informally  recap  how 
you  can  take  advantage  of  the  precious  metals  option. 

In  1981  .Congress  arbitrarily  changed  the  rules  and  deemed  “collectibles”  to  be  unacceptable  for  inclusion  in  IRAs  and 
other  self-directed  retirement  plans.  In  addition  to  fine  art,  gems,  stamps,  and  antiques,  rugs,  wine,  and  other  items,  the 
definition  of  collectibles  was  changed  and  included  coins  and  precious  metals.  ICTA  did  not  exist  at  the  time  (ICTA  was 
formed  in  1983),  and  the  coin  and  precious  metals  industry  had  no  real  voice  in  Washington  to  either  prevent  this  action 
or  even  educate  the  U.S. Congress. 

In  1986  the  American  Eagle  gold  and  silver  coin  programs  began,  and  the  legislation  that  created  the  Eagles  included 
language  that  stated  that  for  the  purposes  of  Section  408(m)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  (the  section  that  deals  with 
self-directed  IRA  plans),  the  term  “collectible”  did  not  include  gold,  silver  or  (later)  platinum  Eagle  coins.  Therefore, 
Eagles  are  allowed  in  self-directed  IRAs.  There  is  no  differentiation  between  proof  and  uncirculated,  and  both  versions 
are  allowed. 

As  part  of  the  Taxpayer  Relief  Act  of  1997,  ICTA  was  successful  in  having  Congress  approve  legislation  that  expanded 
IRA-acceptable  precious  metals  to  include  additional  bullion  gold,  silver,  platinum  and  palladium  products. 

While  the  definitions  of  these  other  eligible  precious  metals  items  were  not  specific  other  than  by  fineness,  it  is  general¬ 
ly  accepted  that  many  “mainstream”  (most  popular  and  frequently  traded)  precious  metals  bullion  coin  and  bar  products 
are  acceptable  if  they  meet  the  specified  criteria.  The  IRA  Companies  that  handle  such  precious  metals  retirement 
accounts  can  provide  you  with  a  list  of  those  items  they  will  or  will  not  accept  for  IRA  purposes.  (They  may  vary  by  com¬ 
pany). 


HOW  TO  INCLUDE  PRECIOUS  METALS  IN  YOUR  IRA 


Especially  in  this  record-setting  precious  metals  market,  there  is  a  much  greater  interest  in  including  precious  metals  in 
IRAs.  Both  investors  and  dealers  who  don’t  have  experience  with  these  accounts  have  many  questions.  The  following 
includes  some  of  the  basic  elements  of  these  accounts.  You’ll  find  some  of  the  information  highly  dependent  on  the  poli¬ 
cies  and  procedures  of  the  company  handling  your  IRA,  and  now  is  the  time  to  compare  companies  for  the  one  that  best 
fits  your  needs.  (Please  note  that  ICTA  provides  this  information  with  the  intent  to  assist  you,  but  ICTA’s  staff 
cannot  provide  advice  on  the  subject.  For  more  specific  information,  we  strongly  recommend  that  you  consult 
with  your  own  legal  counsel  or  professional  tax  advisor.) 

A  -  The  first  step  to  including  precious  metals  in  your  IRA  is  to  set  up  the  IRA  account  with  a  company  that  handles  IRA 
accounts  for  precious  metals,  (“the  IRA  Company.”)  If  you  don’t  do  that  properly,  you  lose  the  tax  benefits  associated 
with  an  IRA.  You  must  have  the  account  set  up  and  funded  (with  rollover  or  “new"  IRA  money)  BEFORE  you  purchase 
any  metals.  It  is  important  to  note  that  you  may  not  personally  take  physical  delivery  of  precious  metals  products  held  in 
your  IRA  without  incurring  a  substantial  penalty.  No  accidents,  no  backsees!.  The  IRA  Company  should  arrange  for  the 
safekeeping  of  the  metals  to  your  satisfaction.  There  are  two  ICTA-member  companies  we’re  aware  of  that  serve  as 
precious  metals  IRA  custodians  -  Sterling  Trust  Company  [877-345-4721  Ext.  334,  www.sterlingtrustcompany.com]  and 
GoldStar  Trust  Company  [800-486-6888,  (www.goldstartrust.com)].  Sterling  Trust’s  website  contains  a  list  of  items  of 
gold,  silver,  platinum  and  palladium  products  that  it  will  accept  for  IRA  accounts  in  addition  to  other  helpful  information. 
We  recommend  you  contact  whatever  IRA  Company  you  choose  for  the  specific  procedures  you  will  need  to  follow  in 
order  to  establish  an  IRA  account  containing  precious  metals. 

B  While  there  are  the  usual  benefits  to  including  any  acceptable  asset  in  a  qualified  IRA  (or  other  self-directed  retire¬ 
ment  program),  there  are  certain  costs  associated  with  such  IRAs.  There  may  be  a  flat  annual  fee  (sometimes  called  an 
administration  fee)  as  well  as  the  annual  storage  charges.  Another  company’s  fee  structure  may  be  different  and  might 
include  a  per  transaction  fee  You  should  evaluate  all  applicable  charges  to  determine  which  company  may  better  serve 

your  needs.  (continued  on  page  29)

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Taking  a  New  Look  at  an  Old  Silver  Dollar 

By  Michael  S.  Fey,  Ph.D. 


What  could  be  better  than  look¬ 
ing  at  a  fine  collection  of  coins 
with  old  coin  friends,  and  make 
a  new  die  variety  discovery 
while  in  the  process  of  having 
fun? 

This  is  exactly  what  happened 
in  December,  2011,  when  my 
good  friend  Dave  Lange,  attrib- 
utor  for  NGC  flew  up  to  visit  for 
a  few  days.  His  purpose  was  to 
look  at  some  old  National  Coin 
Albums  that  had  been  gathering 
dust  in  my  back  room.  He  also 
wanted  to  visit  with  old  friends 
from  the  New  Jersey 
Numismatic  Society  (NJNS).  He 
lived  here  in  New  Jersey  prior  to 
moving  to  Sarasota,  FL  with 
NGC  many  years  ago. 

Our  mutual  coin  buddy,  Carl 
Feldman,  invited  us  to  get 
together  at  his  bank  vault  to 
look  at  his  collection  of  Seated 
Half  dollars.  We  jumped  at  the 
chance. 

As  we  were  going  through  the 
collection,  one  by  one  starting 
from  1839  and  moving  forward 
toward  1891,  the  usual  com¬ 
ments  and  jokes  were  being 
profusely  tossed  around.  After 
all,  we  were  just  having  fun 
doing  what  we  love  to  do— look 
at  coins. 

When  we  got  to  the  reverse  of 
an  attractive  PCGS  58  1866-S 
with  Motto  half,  I  broke  the  jovial 
atmosphere  with  a  “Whoa”. 
“Guys,  I  can’t  remember  seeing 
anything  like  this  before”.  There 
was  a  weak,  but  nicely 
repunched  “S”  mint  mark  within 
the  upper  serif  of  the  “S”. 


I  passed  the  coin  to  Dave  who 
said,  “Yes,  I  see  it,  and  it’s  likely 
from  the  same  “S”  punch 
although  a  bit  smaller  now  per¬ 
haps  due  to  a  repolishing  of  the 
die”.

Carl  looked  at  his  coin  once 
again,  this  time  focusing  on  the 
mint  mark.  He  couldn’t  help  but 
smile.  “I  see  it.  Is  it  already 
known  or  new?”  We  all  gave 
each  other  a  high  five  pending 
that  it  wasn’t  already  a  known 
variety  in  Bill  Bugert’s  new 
book,  A  Register  of  Seated  Half 
Dollar  Varieties,  Vol  1.,  San 
Francisco  Branch  Mint  (2009). 

When  we  got  back  to  my  office 
and  checked  the  book,  we  didn’t 
see  any  listing  for  a  repunched 
mint  mark  for  the  1866-S  Motto 
half.  However,  Carl  noticed  that 
the  WB-2  listed  in  the  book  had 
the  same  obverse  die  cracks  as 
his  PCGS  58  which  were:  a 
rare  radial  die  crack  along  Ms. 
Liberty’s  head  to  the  rim,  cracks 
through  the  date,  cracks 
through  Ms.  Liberty’s  foot,  and 
cracks  through  stars  9-12. 

Carl  then  looked  closely  at  Bill’s 
reverse  close-up  photo  of  the 
“S”  mint  mark  in  the  book.  Sure 
enough,  he  could  see  what 
appeared  to  be  the  same  weak 


image  of  an  S/s  mint  mark, 
although  Bill  had  not  noted  it  in 
his  description. 

I  eMailed  Bill  Bugert  with  the 
news  asking  if  he  was  aware  of 
the  nicely  repunched  mint  mark 
on  the  WB-2.  The  reply  came 
back  from  Bill  the  next  day. 
“Hey  guys,  I  wish  I  could  have 
been  there  with  you  to  see 
Carl’s  coins.  You  are  correct, 
that  mint  mark  is  repunched! 
Great  observation... 

All  in  all,  this  is  how  great 
friends  can  get  togther,  have  fun 
playing  with  coins,  and  perhaps 
make  a  discovery  in  the 
process. 

Knowledge  is  King!

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Public  Registration  Chairman’s  Report 


Public  Registration  for  FUN  2012  went  very  smoothly.  Although  FUN  hadn’t  been  held  in  the  South  hall  of  the  “new”  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  Orange  County  Convention  Center  before,  the  signage  helped  everyone  find  their  way  to  the  show.  The  OCCC 
illuminated  signs  worked  well,  and  FUN  also  hung  a  huge  sign  reading  “Coin  Show”  on  the  outside  of  the  building.  A  free 
shuttle  bus  provided  by  FUN  took  attendees  to  and  from  the  convention  hotels.  FUN  also  arranged  a  lower  parking  fee, 
which  was  a  pleasant  surprise  for  our  attendees. 

The  Central  Florida  Coin  Club  provided  volunteers  to  work  public  registration  for  the  show.  A  total  of  36  individuals  came 
for  at  least  one  shift,  and  some  worked  multiple  shifts.

C  -  Generally  you  lock  in  the  purchase  of  metals  for  the  benefit  of  your  non-IRA  account.  You  do  the  same  thing  when 
you  buy  precious  metals  in  coin  or  bullion  form  for  your  IRA.  There  are  transactional  differences.  Ask  whether  the  IRA 
Company  or  your  dealer  has  any  minimum  dollar  amount  for  an  IRA  trade.  You  will  want  to  research  in  advance  to  see 
if  your  favorite  dealer  is  willing  to  conduct  bullion  IRA  transactions  and  whether  there  is  any  service  charge  for  this  type 
of  trade.  If  you  need  assistance  in  determining  a  dealer,  some  IRA  companies  will  offer  a  list  of  suggested  firms;  others 
will  not  make  any  such  recommendation.  Regardless,  you  have  to  follow  the  rules  on  acquiring  precious  metals  coins  or 
bullion  as  well  as  on  disposition. 

Unlike  a  normal  cash  bullion  purchase  where  you  pay  for  and  receive  your  merchandise  immediately,  IRA  transactions 
must  be  handled  according  to  IRS  regulations  and  the  IRA  Company’s  procedures,  and  often  there  is  a  delay  in  payment 
for  the  dealer.  Since  this  may  mean  that  the  dealer  has  to  have  his  money  tied  up  for  some  period  of  time  prior  to  the 
IRA  Company  releasing  the  funds  from  your  account,  there  may  be  a  nominal  IRA  transaction  fee  levied  by  the  dealer  to 
help  offset  this  extra  cost.  Be  sure  to  ask. 

D  -  In  addition  to  setting  up  an  IRA  account  with  “new”  IRA  money,  investors  may  roll-  over  existing  monies  from  other 
IRA  accounts  they  have.  Usually  the  procedure  will  be  to  issue  an  order  to  liquidate  certain  other  assets  held  in  an  exist¬ 
ing  IRA.  If  you  are  using  rollover  money,  you  need  to  make  sure  you  understand  exactly  what  you  need  to  do.  It  should 
be  very  simple  --  you  will  authorize  the  sale  of  the  original  IRA  asset  and  direct  that  the  proceeds  of  that  sale  to  be  sent 
to  the  company  handling  your  precious  metals  IRA  account.  You  may  do  this  yourself  (giving  instructions  where  to  send 
the  proceeds)  or  the  company  handling  your  precious  metals  account,  upon  your  signed  order,  may  place  that  order  for 
you.  Be  sure  you  understand  the  procedures  for  setting  up  the  new  account  in  order  to  have  a  smooth  transition.  If  the 
funds  from  the  liquidation  are  sent  to  you  directly,  this  can  affect  the  tax-advantaged  status  of  the  roll-over  money  if  it  is 
not  re-invested  within  the  allowed  time  frame.  Plus  this  will  delay  setting  up  your  account  and,  with  the  current  daily  fluc¬ 
tuation  of  precious  metals  prices,  can  affect  the  price  you  pay  for  your  IRA  metals. 

Once  your  IRA  account  is  funded,  then  you  will  be  able  to  purchase  the  precious  metals  you  want  to  include  in  your  pre¬ 
cious  metal  IRA  account. 

Dealers  interested  in  conducting  precious  metals  IRA  transactions  should  contact  at  least  one  or  two  IRA  Companies  for 
more  information  on  policies  and  procedures.  There  is  a  lot  of  interest  in  these  IRAs  right  now,  and  you  want  to  be  sure 
you  can  accommodate  your  customers’  business  quickly  and  easily.  Likely  your  customers  will  have  many  questions, 
and  it’s  just  smart  business  to  be  ready  to  assist  your  clients.

Frequent  Investor  Question:  As  this  is 
an  especially  volatile  precious  metals 
market,  how  fast  can  I  lock  in  a  liquidation 
of  precious  metals  in  my  IRA. 

A  -  There  are  several  elements  to  liqui¬ 
dating  some  or  all  of  the  assets.  ICTA 
recommends  you  ask  your  IRA 
Company  at  the  time  you  set  up  your 
account  to  outline  their  liquidation  proce¬ 
dures. 

In  general,  you  would  contact  your 
coin  dealer  to  lock  in  a  price  on  the 
metals.  You,  of  course,  will  tell  the 
dealer  this  is  an  IRA  transaction.  The 
dealer  will  prepare  a  purchase  invoice 
which  the  IRA  Company  will  need  in 
order  to  find  out  from  the  custodial 
facility  how  much  more  (if  at  all)  will 
need  to  be  paid  for  shipping  charges. 
The  metals  and  shipping  charges  have 
to  be  paid  in  advance  of  the  release  of 
any  the  metals.  The  dealer  sends 
payment  (bank  wire  preferred)  to  the 
IRA  Company,  for  your  account.  The 
IRA  Company  will  then  direct  its  custo¬ 
dial  facility  to  release  the  metals  for 
shipment  to  the  dealer. 

Dealers  don’t  usually  pay  shipping 
charges  for  delivery  of  metals  they 
purcnase  from  a  customer,  so  you  may 
nave  to  inquire  how  you  and  tne  deal¬ 
er  will  handle  this  aspect.  OR,  you 
may  ask  your  IRA  Company  if  they  can 
just  deduct  the  shipping  charges  from
